-heoled the big Cup contestants.down till 
their leo-rails: wore avash: in the foaming 
seas, Herreshod's white wonder, © the 
Columbia, to day beat ,Wateon's British 
creation, over a trisngular course of 30 
miloa, by two minutes and 52 seconds, 
actual tine. With the 43. seconds which 
the Shamrock must allew thé American 
boat, on account of her Jarger.sail plan, tho 
Columbia won the sceond race of the series 
by Three Minutes and Thirty-five Seconds, 
the fastest race ever sailed in a Cup eonteat. 

Tt was not only 6 royal struggle from o 
Bpectacular point of view, but. it was 
absolutely decisive as to tho morits of the 
two racing machines. Thero was not 
yachting aharp whe witnessed the race to- 
day wha is not convinced that the defender 
is the abler boat, blow high or low, beating, 
reaching or running, and Sir Thomas and 
his merry British tars are'’doomed to returm 
home empty-handed. Again the ancient 
picee of silverware brought. across the 

festern Ocean fifty yeara ago is aafe- 
Agnin American supremacy iti maring archi- 
tecture has been vindicated. 

Sir Thomas has, been wishing for a breeze 
that would bury the Shamrock’s Ice-rail, 
and to-day he had it. Thé wind was atrong 
and true, blowing around 18 knots out of 
the north-west, and at every point of sail- 
ing, except porhaps, running before the 
wind, in which the defender has already 
taken the measure of the challenger, the 
Yankee sloop proved herself ablor than 
Watson’s model, From.the time she 
crossed the starting line until she picked up 
and passed the Irish bost, three mifes after 
rounding the second mark, tho Columbia’s 
pace was faster, and she behaved better 
than her rival. 

Reaching for the firat ‘mark, ton miles 
down the Long Island shore with the wind 
absft the beam, she gained 22 seconds. In 


| the cluser reach for the second stake, she 


gained 3) seconds, and in the thres’ to 
windward, on the leg home, she gained 
two minutes, 

Tho Yankee victory began with the atart, 
when the crafty Barr, by a system of man- 
auvring, convinced his opponent that ho 
was trying to cross the line- first. Captain 
Sycamore, prumptly took .the bait, and, 
rushing his boat into position, sent her 
away almost in the smpké of the gun, 
Thereupon, Captain Bart,’ shaving accom. 
plished hia puny ae, tacked hack on the 
line ond held off for over a ‘minute. Thou, 
with o flying start he went over just bofore 
the handicap gan was fired. Some of the 
patriots were disappointed until the experts 
explained that thera was no windward berth 
in a reach where the boats could lay their 
own owarse straight for the mark, and that 
the position. astern, where ha could keep 
his eyes on every move of his rival, was 
the commanding one. Ho could watch the 
Shamrock tike ao hawk, knowing that when 
the gap between them vas closed the race 
war his. : 

Not, perhaps, as thrilling as the remark. 
able contest of Inst Saturday, to-dry's ruce 
was nayertheless stirring from start to 
finish, and, a8 a marine.spectacle, it could 
hardly have been surpassed. 

Tt was an ideal October day af sea, There 
was just enough frostiners to clear the 
atmosphere, and make the whole course 
visible fram the shore. 

For the first fifteen miles no one could 
tell which ship, if either, was gaining, 50 
closely were they matched. But grad ually 
it became apparent that the Culuinbis was 
overhauling he challenger. Slowly, -foot 
by foot, the white boat gained. Both were 
going nt a tervific pace, ‘The patrol flect to 
Teewnrd, steaming at intervals of 400 had 
no difficulty in keeping the excursion eet 
clear of the winged giants.. Everything in 
the fleot had to crowd on stéam co keep the 
rseora insight, and the gait at which they 
were going left the tug-boats and somo af 
the steam yachts astern. ‘The guido-bont, 
which started 15 minutes before the racora, 
dug out at a fast speed, but she was hardly 
.able to log off the distance and get the flout: 
over-buard befure the racers were on her. 

While guing out the big North German 
Lloyd Linor Deutschlander, outward bound 
to Cherbourg, went through the edge of the 
oxcursioneraft, a half-mile to the southward. 
The fteet. seemed anchored, so fast she 

-went, looking like a big, swiftly-moving 
Summer ‘hutel. In twenty minutes sho 
was hull-dewn on the horizon. : 

As the boats approached the outer mark,

THE LAST RACE. 

New York, Oct. 4.—With victory fisga 
floating from her towering mast-head, and 
the ends of her spreaders, in honour of her 
concluding triumph in the Cup races ‘sf 
1901, the gallant slacp, Columbia, returned 
to hor snchorage to-night, under the escort 
of the entire excursion fleet. ‘She to-day 
compluted her defence of the honored tro- 
phy in another stirring race with tho Sham- 
tuck IL, over a leoward and windward 
course vf 30 miles, crossing tho Gnish-line 
two sceonds behind her ‘antagonist, but 
winning on the time allowance conceded by 

ton's boat, by 41 seconds, ‘ 

‘or the aecond time she has now success- 
fally foiled the attempt of England to 
wrest from our possession, the Cup that 
sneane the yachting-sulpremacy of the world. 
The plucky Sir Thomas Lipton on .the 
bridge uf tho Erin, led-his. guests in three 
hearty hurtahs for the successful dofendor. 

*Sho is the hotter boat,’ he said, ‘and 
she ‘deserves tu bo cheered.’ 

Tho sories of races just closed will al- 
ways be memorable as the closest over satl- 
ed for the Cup, and Sir Thomas, although 
defeated, will co homo with the sutisfuction 
of knowing- that his golden yacht is tho 
ablest foreign boat: that ever crowed the 
Western Ocean, During both series of 
races not an untoward incident has occurred, 


and Sir. Thomas will return to England far 
more popular than all the foreigners who 
have challenged for the America trophy. 

To-day the race on paper was the closest 
of the sories, but, because of flakiness of the 
wind ow tho way home, as acontest of the 
relative merita of the yachts, it ig not.to be 
compared with the magnificent, truly-run 
anil royally-fought battles of Saturday and 
yesterday. 

The conditions of the race at tho atart 
to-day were yery similar to those of yester- 
day. z 

The wind was strony. and from the 
shore, embroidered thé sea with foam but 
piling up no swell—ideal conditions*for the 
challengor.' 

Lhe racers were sent away before the 
wind, cach carrying a penalty for crossing 
the line after the handicap gua. — No officia! 
record is kept of the time after that gun is 
fired, but the experts, with stop-watcher, 
estimated the Columbia's handicap at 15 ae- 
conds and ‘the Shamrock’s at $0 seconds. 
The contest, tha yachts fleeing “before 
the following wind, was picturesqu 
but not exciting. The bi vcore, ti 
gaill with outatretchced pinions, bad 
every inch of canvas spread, all their 
light sails, including bulging spinua- 
kers and balloon-jib-topssils. © Their 
crows were gathered aft to keep the heads 
of the boats up, and therefore, until the 
outer mark was reached, it was meroly 6 
question of holding vn to all the canvas 
and letting, the wind do the reat. 


Notwithstanding tho fact that the Co-}* 


lumbia beat the Shamrock before the wind 
last Saturday, tho Challenger to-day gained 
slowly .but steadily all the way out and

seconds, 2 

Immediately after. the yachts turned 
their noses for the beat home, the breeze 
moderated and turned fluky, The skippors 
split tacka, each searching for wind, with 
the result that Brat one would got a lift and 
then tho other. At one timetho Columbia 
seemed a mile ahead, when a sudden slant 
of the wind allowed the Shamrock to point 
nearer the mark, and 8 mile from home the 
Challenger appeared to be leading by fully 
half a mile. The talent began to feel 
nervous, but ns the yachis approached the 
finish, the Yankee, by some miraculous 
legerdemain, shoved hia boat into the light 
air, like a phantom ship, and 100 yarda 
frou home the two racers were. almost ou 
eventerms, ‘The usual pandemonium that 
attends the final Yankee victory in a Cup 
contost followed, Whistles, sirens, bella, 
banda and cheers united inn grand chorus 
of jubilation, nnd Me J. P. Morgan's ateam 
yicht Corsair added tv the din by firing an 
ad@itional salute, ‘ 

After the Columbis had hauled down her 
sails and cet her victory flag the excursion 
boats crowded alongside,. to cheer the 
Yankee sailors and tho winning skipper, 
Nor did they forget either: Lipton or his 
gallant craft. In turn the steamers rau 
alongside the Shamrock and Erin, and the 
vanquished received almnst as much asthe 
victor. 5 

And thus with felicitations all round, the 
twelfth series of the race for the old Cup 
endod with tho best of feeling,
